father's praises. "I just had to do 
it," he said. 
Hill was only cut and bruised 


v/hen he was taken from the barrel 
by his son at 5:05 p. in., after 
spenuing the preceding t'aree and 
one-half hours riding the rapids 
r.nd spinnmg in the 
whirlpool, 


breathing only through small air 
rioles in the end of the barrel. But

ROME, May 30— CUP)—The Dic- 
tion between Catholics and fascists 
in Italy took, a grave turn today 
when the police of Borne raided and 
closed the headquarters of all Cath- 
olic clubs in the city, and- orders 
weie issued by the government to 
all prefects in Italy to disband the 
Catholic young men's association if 
the situation in their respective 
provinces«eems to warrant it. 


The closing of* the Catholic clubs 
in Kome caused consernation at the 
Vatican "which had just drawn up a 
strong protest against the recent 
disturbances and attacks on the 
Auaone Cattolica—the Catholic lay- 
men's organization of Italy — de- 
nouncing them as a gross violation 
of the concordat establishing the 
Vatican as a sovereign state. 
The Catholic clubs were sealed 


and documents taken from them to 
the central police headquarters. The 
police made an inventory of 
all 
documents, papers and books before 
sealing the doors. 
Closure Temporary. 


The police were placed on guard 


over the clubs, and notices were 
posted on the doors saying that the 
closure was a temporary measure.

Pinchot Said to Have a 


Plan to Attack Power 


Trusts in Speech. 


PRENCH LICK SPRINGS, Ind.. 


May 30—Governors of a score of 
states—somfc of them, with presi- 
dential fees were gathering at this 
Hoosier resort tonight for the sec- 
ond annual conference of govern- 
ors -which open Monday with a pro- 
gram carefully designed to keep the 
discussion away from all questions 
of political or economic controversy.

-. In August and October, 1930, com- 
plaints were filed with the commis- 
sion alleging that rates on inedible 
tallow and grease shipped from Lin- 
coln to St. Louis, Chicago, 'Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., and Cincinnati, St. 
Bernard and Ivorydale, Ohio, were- 
unreasonable and prejudicial 
This complaint was consolidated 
with many other similar complaints, 
in which the finding of unreason- 
ableness or reasonableness "of rates, 
as the case might be, is primarily 
important only so far as it will 
govern the award of reparation. 
New rates on vegetable oil foots, 
sediments and tank bottoms, and 
inedible grease and tallow in the 
territory involved have been recom- 
mended in the western trunk line 
case, the decision in which soon be- 
comes effective. 
Examiners Fuller and Cooper find 
the rates from Lincoln to Jeffer- 
sonville, "Ind., and Cincinnati, un- 
reasonable to the extent that they 
exceed the corresponding rate from 
Sioux Falls, S. D., and recommend 
an award of reparation, 
Comparing these rates:

O'Neil Says Protection 


Best Insrance to Pre- 


serve Peace.

P.)—Adequate protection is the best 
insurance for the preservation of 
the nation's peace and welfare, R. 
T. O'Neil, national commander of 
the American Legion, warned today 
in a Memorial day address.

denounced the "over-application of 
pacifism," as a danger to the wel- 
fare of the United States and ad- 
vocated the gradual education of the 
nations to each other's problems.

permanent 
peace between the nations of the 
world," the legion head said. 
For Patriotic Purposes. 
"We are organized for patriotic 
purposes, and permanent peace lor 
the United States is one of the 
greatest objectives of our patriotism 
provided that peace is always an 
honorable one." 


He termed the national observ- 
ance of Memorial day as an "empty 
gesture to our people" if the coun- 
try fails to act in matters of nation- 
al defense. The recent aeriaj man- 
euvers of the United States army 
air corps, he said, proved to the na- 
tion the necessity of maintaining 
soch a force for safety by having 
such a gioup of mobilized planes. 


"We desire to protect ourselves 
and to insure for posterity the same 
great American institutions we now 
have," O'Neil said. 


"We are for protection and that 
the progress already made toward 
the world peace may be continued."

Alcoholism 
Claims Few 
In Nebraska 


Health Records Indicate 


Little Trend Toward 
Excessive Drinking 


Whether drinking 
has 
become 


more general in the United States 
since prohibition became the law 
of the land may be a debatable 
question in some states, but so far 
as Nebraska is concerned the pub- 
ic health records do not indicate 
any serious trend toward alcoholic 
excesses among its population. 


A vital statistics report for the 


year 1930, issued during the past 
week by the state health bureau, 
shows but 42 deaths from acute 
or chonic alcoholism—being only 
one-third of I per cent of the total 
mortality in Nebraska for that year 
and only 1 person to each 32,000 of 
the state's population. 


These 'figures prove that Nebras- 
ka is comparaively free from cases 
of fatal poisoning from the con- 
sumption of illicit liquors, such as 
occur frequently in the large cen- 
ters of population. 
Three-fourths 


of all the 
counties reported no 


deaths whatever attributable to the 
use of alcohol. Most of the victims 
who succumbed to it simply drank 
too much and too often of the 
questionable bootleg products they 
were able to get, or the brews they 
compounded themselves. . 
•There were 45 homicides in Ne- 
braska last year—three more than 
the number who died from alco- 
holic indulgence. 
Suicides out- 


numbered the latter by nearly 6 to 
1, 'the total self-inflicted fatalities 
being 246. Automobile accidents 
took 294 persons, or just seven times 
as many as booze. 
Even hot weather was responsi- 


ble for 11 more deaths than alco- 
hol last year. The health report 
shows 53 -people dyiny from that 
cause.

Many 
men these days are seeking high of- 
fice, not because they are particu- 
larly well qualified or inspired, but 
too often for purely selfish pur- 
poses 


Must Maintain Defense. 


"With the present world unrest, 
this is no time to weaken .our mod- 
est system of national defense. We 
can be 
vigilant without being 
alarmists. 


"What better 
program can be 


offered for these^times than that 
of the American Legion. It In- 
cludes a pledge of confidence in our 
constitutional form of government 
and a pledge to maintain law and 
order; to preserve property rights, 
and yet be mindful of the welfare 
of the great masses of people. 
"Ex-service men can themselves 
this Memorial day well spend some 
tame reviewing their lot. For many 
the war has not ended and never 
will. The adjusted compensation 
or bonus loan bill is law and has 
been in actual operation for some 
time past. Conservative

writers have bitterly denounced the 
bill as a raid on the United States 
treasury.

are received in July and August, 
even though the legislature may 
fail at its approaching extra ses- 
sion to pass a budget bill with the 
emergency clause, and thereby post- 
pone until September the tune 
when the money to pay the bills 
will become available. 


About 12,000 claims are received 
each month, and Auditor Marsh 
cannot afford to let thp work of 
writing warrants lag behind or pile 
up on the office. However, if the 
appropriations are made without 
the emergency clause the warrants 
issued in July, August, and early 
September will be dated rJiead to 
make them payable three months 
after the legislature adjourns, that 
being the tune when the bill will 
go into effect.

Crowd On Shore Cheers. 
As the lifeboats earned passengers 
to the gray-hulled cruiser Louis- 
ville the crowd on shore waved and 
cheered encouragement. 


The Southern Pacific Railroad Co. 


on first news of the wreck, sent two 
special trains, one from San Luis 
Obispo and the ether from Santa 
Barbara, with doctors, nurses, food 
and supplies of warm" clothing. 


Not since the night seven years 


ago when seven United States de- 
stroyers went ashore at this point, 
with a consequent loss to the gov- 
ernment of $30,000,000,- has there 
been such a scene enacted in this 
vicinity. 


Capt^L. D. Hillsinger, noted along 


the Pacific coast as a cautious nav- 
igator took no chances "with the 
lives of the 500 passengers and the 
100 members of the crew. 


As soon as the chief engineer re- 


ported the steamer was fast aground 
and taking water through, several 
holes in the steel hull, Captain 
Hillsinger ordered the lower hold 
flooded. This had the effect of 
steadying the ship. 


Although a thick, fog made visi- 
bility a matter of speculation and 
added to the hazard! Captain Hill- 
singer had all eighteen of the Har- 
vard's lifeboats" lowered. 


Rush From Staterooms. 


Passengers, alarmed by the crash- 


ing of chmaware and the strain and 
creaking of- timbers, rushed from 
their staterooms. 
What had started out as an ocean 
voyage from San Francisco, and 
scheduled to end at Los Angeles 
harbor at 10:30 o'clock today, -ap- 
peared destined to culminate in 
tragedy. 
Carefully rehearsed fire and dis- 
aster drill aboard the steamer 
turned the near tragedy into what 
many passengers termed a "lark." 
Captain Hillsinger, grimly amused 


by the whole situation, afterward 
said: 
"All passengers kept their shirts 


on and enjoyed themselves im- 
mensely." 


Passengers told a more graphic 
story. 


They said Captain Hillsinger was 
everywhere, counselling, cautioning 
and direcitng the well-trained crew. 


Alarm bells sounded in various 
sections of the ship and sailors, 
room stewards and petty officers 
shouted to passengers running up 
and down corridors"to what life- 
boats tney should go. 
"Put on your lifebelts and do not 


be afraid!" 
This was the "theme song"' of the 
crew's calls to passengers. 
Sends Out S. O. S. 


Meanwhile the ship's radio oper- 
ator had sent out his first S. O. S. 
(save our ship). This was at 3:25 
o'clock. 


The first vessel to reply was the 
Japanese freighter La Plata Maru. 
The I* Plata Maru gave its position 
to the Harvard and was asked by 
Captain Hillsinger to "stand by." 


Naval radio communications im- 
mediately contacted the TJ. S. S 
Louisville, newest and fastest of the 
navy's cruisers, which was under- 
going endurance trial runs off the 
islands of the Santa Barbara chan- 
neL not far from Point Arguello. 
The Louisville was ordered to pro- 


ceed at full speed to the scene and 
render every assistance. 


The Louisville arrived off Point 
Arguello at approximately 8 o'clock.

BUDGET ISSUE IS 
SADLY INVOLVED 


(Continued from Page One.) 
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vised one in its place, and whether 
;;>e legislature will be under the 
same restrictions in dealing with 
the budget as it was during the last 
regular session, is due to the vague- 
ness of the state constitution rela- 
tive to these points • 
Though the 1920 constitutional 


convention which drafted the pres- 
ent organic law of Nebraska had a 
preponderance of lawyers m its 
makeup, the legal lights vho draft- 
ed it failed to foresee some of the 
difficulties which have since arisen, 
or to provide a solution, for them. 
The lawyers and other constitu- 


tion makers 11 years ago were so 
busy constructing a new system of 
checks and balances between the 
governor and the legislature that 
they did a rather bungling job in 
formulating the rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to appropriation 
bills. 
First they put in a clause making 
it the governor's duty "at the com- 
mencement of each regular session" 
to present a complete itemized bud- 
' of the financial requirements of 
all departments, institutions, and 
agencies of the state for the ensuing 
biennium. It never occurred to them 
that at some future time an extra 
session .would have to be called to 
deal with, that subject; and so the 
constitution says nothing whatever 
about a budget lor a special sitting 
of the legislature. It is the clause 
mentioned which supports the belief 
that the governor's budget still 
stands. 
/ 
Absurd Veto Provisions. 
f • 
It was further ordained in the 
same section of the constitution that 
after the governor had^submitted 
his budget " 
' 


be made in .»—-— — — — - . 
mendation contained in such, budget 
unless by three-fifths vote of each, 
house of tha legislature." 
Furthermore, "such excess so ap- 


proved by a three-fifths vote shall 
not be subject to veto by the gov- 
ernor." 
Thus, the legislature's hands were 
tied by giving a minority in one 
branch the power to hold up ap- 
propriations that might b3 favored 
by' a majority of both branches. 
On the other hand, if three-fifths 


of the members m each chamber 
voted to increase one or more items 
above the governor's budget, or to 
insert new items, the governor could 
do nothing about it. his veto power 
having been taken away. 
- 
The net effect of this double- 


barreled provision is that in any 
budget bill passed by a three-fifths 
vote the governor has no right to 
veto any item or any increase which 
the legislature added to it. 
"Check and Double Check." 


So far as is known, this "check 


and double check" system is peculiar 
to Nebraska. In most- states the 
governor can veto anything the 
legislature does, or any item in an 
appropriation bill. If he does so, the 
legislature can repass "it over his 
veto, if the sentiment be sufficiently 
strong to do so. But^in Nebraska 
the legislature can "stack the cards" 
so as to deal the governor a losing 
hand and give him no voice what- 
ever. 
Conversely, If the governor has a 
following in one branch of the legis- 
lature numbering more than two- 
fifths of its total membership, he 
can dominate its acuon. as Gov- 
ernor Bryan did with his democratic 
minority in the house at the last 
session. 
The legislature was unable to 


function in. the manner intended by 
the constitution because of the gov- 
ernor's influence exerted on mem- 
bers of the house. Only by surren- 
dering to the governor and accept- 
ing his ^udgment instead of its own 
could the legislature break the dead- 
lock. This it refused to do. 
It was the other way around in 
Bryan's former term. The repub- 
licans then had more than three- 
fllths majority in both lawmaking 
branches, and appropriations were 
put through in defiance of the gov- 
ernor's wishes. Because they had 
that majority, the executive could 
not veto a single one of the items, 


ConsUtntlon Self-Contradictory. 
Yet thire is another paragraph in 


the constitution which says: 
"The governor may disapprove 


any item or items of appropria- 
tion contained in bills passed by the 
legislature, and the item or items 
so disapproved shall be stricken 
therelrom. unless rcpassed in the 
manner herein described In cases of 
disapproval ot bills." 
That serms very definite, but it 
doesart count. When 
Governor 
Weaver, acting under the supposed 
authority of this section, vetoed ap- 
propriation items totalling haw a 
million dollars two years ago. a suit 
was brought challenging his auihor- 
itr to do so, and the Supreme court 
that the vetoes were invalid 
items had been passed 
vote.

Serious Measures May Follow. 
The instructions to the provincial 


prelects meant that they have been 
jiven a free hand to deal with the 
Catholic organizations and branches 
of Aziono Cattolicn. It was said re- 
liably to be the forerunner of more 
serious measures and might make 
possible to disabandment of Azione 
Cattalica as a whole. Some well in- 
formed sources expressed the opin-, 
Ion that a government decree ord- 
ering disbandmcnt of the organiza- 
tion was imminent. 


The Mvift move by the govern- 
nent, it was feared, would precipi- 
tate a serious situation between the 
Vatican and the state with which 
peace had just been made after a 
3reach of sixty years. The pope's 
latest protest was understood to 
contend that insulate to the pope, 
such as the burning of his portrait, 
and attacks on members and prop- 
erty of Azione Cattohca constituted 
a serious violation of the Lateran 
treaty and the Italian penal code, 
which provide that the person of 
the pope must be regarded as "sac- 
red and inviolate," the same as the 
king. 


Pope Instructs Bishops. 


The Osservatore Romano, official 


organ of the Vatican, appeared on 
the streets four hours late today. 
It carried an official announcement 
that the holy see had Instructed 
Italian bishops to assume personal 
charge immediately of protecting, 
and directing Azione Cattolica "in* 
view of the more violent forms of 
activity against Azione." 


The paper said the pope both 


praises and blesses the leaders of - 
the organization. 


The disbandment order given to 
the prefects to execute at their dis- 
cretion also affects the Knights of 
Columbus in Italy, particularly in 
Rome. It also'affects all the eight 
branches of Azione Cattalica, al- 
though it is not aimed specifically 
against the Azione, the parent body, 
because the existence .of the latter 
is guaranteed by the concordat. 
The order was considered equiva- 
lent to amputating the limbs of 
Azione. 
~ 


' 
Decisive More Expected. 


The conflict between fascists and 


Catholics over the supposed political 
actiivties of Azione Cattalica has 
reached the stage where a decisive 
move against Azione was expected. 
Neutral observers believed the gov- 
ernment 
would 
either 
disband 
Azione or demand that the Vatican, 
limit Azione's activities to purely 
religious matters. 


Partisans of the government at- 
triouted the present tension largely 
to the Vatican's insistence that the 
government suppress all Protestant 
propaganda in Italy. 


The government was unable to 


accede to such a demand before 
signing the Lateran concordat. The 
fascists altered Article 1 of the con- 
stitution and granted equality to 
all religions, whereas previously 
non-Catholic sects were merely 
tolerated. 


Fear Catholic Party. 


Consequently some fascists feared 
that Azione was attempting to 
seize the present moment of eco- 
nomic crisis to spread propaganda 
in favor of a possible Catholic .party 
which might replace fascism and 
fulfill the Vatican's demand. With 
the breach steadily widening, each 
ETOUD accuses the other of violat- 
ing the Lateran accord. The fas- 
cists charge that Azione's political 
activities violate Article 43, whfch 
limits Azione's functions to the re- 
ligious field. 
Therefore, they ac- 
cuse Azione of menacing fascism, 
which is the only political creed al- 
lowed in Italy. 


Catholics, on the other hand, deny 


that Azione is meddling in political 
field and charge that thp fascist 
maltreatment of voung Catholics 
and threats against the pope's life 
and person directly violate the con- 
cordat.

ENDS MANEUVERS 


672 Planes Cover Half 


Of Nation Without 


Serious Mishap. 


Army's Air Hawks Close 


Demonstration at 


Washington. 


WASHINGTON. May 30— (I.N.S.) 
—Flying in unsurpassed formation, 
672 army airplanes roared taps for 
the air corps 1931 maneuvers here 
today in, a final parade before the 
military command of the nation. 
Thousands saw the greatest aerial 


group ever assembled into a single 
unit, sweep down the Potomac river 
to a song of steel as the finale*to 
the air drama. 
Dusk and yellow wings on "the 


green flying fields in four states and 
the District of Columbia brought 
successful conclusion to the 
most 


remarkable air feat of history. 
When every "shij" was moored to 
earth tonight, the first air division 
of the United States army had piled 
up a plane mileage approaching the 
two-million mark over territory em- 
bracing half the nation. 


No Serions Accidents. 


And the end of the road for the 
air division brought a record 
of 
-three weeks of flying in all kinds of 
weather for 672 planes without a 
serious accident, an accomplishment 
conceived at the outset as virtually 
impossible 


It brought, too, an impetus for 
commercial flying" hardly less im- 
portant than the military record. 
Through all the movements of the 
big formation commercial airplanes 
"followed through," carrying news- 
paper "war correspondents." Not a 
rough landing marked the nearly 
three weeks of air travel. 


Today's 
parade ^ and 
combat 


demonstration saw the big air 
unit at its peak^of performance. 
fSecretary of War Hurley, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Aviation F. 
Trubee Davison, nad military at- 
taches of embassies and legations 
.from nearly 
every country on

The units of the main forma- 


tion broke the Washington skyline 
at 12:20 p. m., and a twenty-mile 
cordon of planes zoomed cut of the 
west and down the river to dip 
low over the reviewing stand on 
Lincoln Memorial bridge in mili- 
tary salute.

Syndicate Suspected kid- 
naping Wealthy Kansas

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May SO- 


OT. P.)—While federal agents to- 
night planned further arrests in the 
southwest's greatest liquor cleanup. 
Investigation began into the pos- 
sibility that the million-dollar li- 
quor syndicate might have found a 
profitable" sideline In extortion and 
murder.

cate have not yet been taken into 
custody. He has Indicated that the 
next arrests—there already have 
been some thirty—may reach Into 
the circles of men .who have here- 
tofore been considered among the 
leading figures of Kansas City.

These men, Vandeventer assented, 
have already received their bulk of 
profit from five-milllon-dollar-a- 
ycar business the ring did in seven 
states in which it dealt in carload 
lots of liquor.

CITIES INCREASE 


May Marks $271,533 Hike 


In Indebtedness 


Within State. 


Governmental subdivisions of Ne- 
braska during the month of May 
increased their total funded indebt- 
edness by $271,533, that being the 
net difference between the amount 
of new issues registered in the office 
of State Auditor George W. Marsh 
and those which were paid off and 
cancelled. 
t 


This reverses the prevailing trend 


of the past year or two, during 
which nearly every month showed 
more outstanding bonds 
retired 
than new ones issued. 
Bond Examiner Ralph C. Lawr- 
ence, who keeps tab on all bonds 
recanted m the auditor's office, does 
not think: the May record will mark 
a turning point in that regard. He 
thinks there is still a disposition in 
most communities to avoid any new 
commitments so far as possible un- 
til old debts are taken1 care of. 
The aggregate of bonding obliga- 
tions delivered to the state auditor 
for registration, in May was $483,- 
200. Of that amount, $137,000 was 
represented by refunding bonds of 
cities and villages which do not in- 
crease 
their 
indebtedness. 
New 
bonds amounting to $106,200 were 
promulgated by municipalities and 
$240,000 by school districts. 
Redemption of bonds which fell 


due in May totalled the small sum 
of $74,667. The $346,200 of new in- 
debtedness offset this reduction and 
left » net increase of $271,533. 
Tekamah school district issued 


$125000 new bonds to build a new 
high school and Pawnee City school 
district issued $105,000 for a 
like 


purpose. 
Seward, by paying a balance of 


$3,000,1 cleaned up an issue of sew- 
er bonds issued January 1, 1922. 


Scottsbluff leads the list in paid 
bonds for the month with $8,000. 
Holdrege paid 7.DOO; Dix rural high

A battered small car 
careened around a corner into the 
dusty main street and drew to a 
halt -within hauing distance of the 
boy. 
A farmer, his clothing sweat 
stained and dirty, shouted: 
"Here, you. come on and climb in. 
m o»y you *6 a day in the harvest 
fields." 
The boy didn't go, but he might 
have—and thousands of others—col- 
legians, hoboes, the unemployed of 
the big dUes and, more plentiful 
than any of these, the men who 
trail the harvest for their livelihood 
through all seasons and all terri- 
tories. . 
This season, a United »Prtsssar- 


vey today revealed, there wOl be w> 
place in the -wheat fields of the 
southwest for this picturestwe and 
cosmopolitan labor army that, in 
other seasons, has began its -work in 
Texas and southern Oklahoma about 
June 1. and has foBowed the ripen- 
ing wheat ap through the belt.

Machinery Dfepteees 
Modem machinery, coupled

field to do the work of a dozen men 
—to-do it faster and more effi- 
ciently. 
* 
Harvested In One Operation. 


The grain is cut. threshed, and 
the chaff scattered behind the com- 
bine to'refresh the soil for the next 
year, all in one operation. 
The danger of rain, of hot winds 
shattering the over ripe grain, no 
longer turns in the farmer's mind. 
He may join forces with his neigh- 
bor. knowing that the two of them 
can harvest both their fields in less 
time than it would take either of 
them under the conditions of bygone 
years. 
Six years ago. W. A. Murphy, la- 
bor commissioner for Oklahoma, 
placed 15.000 transients in the wheat 
fields. Last year he found jobs for 
400. and turned down other thou- 
sands. 


This year, he says, there is "abso- 
lutely no chance" for the roaming 
laborer. The college boy who trains 
for the football season may get a 
job hauling toe in the city.

A Sweeping View. 


Only a sweeping view of the nine- 
tee^ points in the charter and a 
rapid summary of the activities 
which seek *to realize the ideals 
there expressed, can serve to convey 
tJie picture of how abundantly Lin- 
coln is caring for its chfldm. 
"I. For every child spiritual and 
moral training to help him. to stand 
firm under thespressure of life."

Lincoln's schools, he says, are try-

Notwithstanding a large falling 


off m gasoline tax receipts during 
April and May, as compared with 
the same months in 1930, the state 
of Nebraska has collected S62.000 
more revenue in total .from that 
source in the first five months of 
1931 than, during; the ynrn^ period 
last ^ear. 
State Treasurer Bass does not 
know what these figures may por- 
tend for the summer season, when 
gasoline consumption is normally 
at its peak. "When receipts for June 
come in, they will furnish an in- 
dication 
whether 
the 
declining 
tendency is likely to continue. 
Should the June figures exhibit an 
increase over the like month of a 
year ago. it will be taken as as- 
surance that the total gasoline tax

Lincoln has no provision for 


helping blind cmldren but it does 
for children of weak sight. It also 
operates a deaf school which, saves 
such unfortunate children from the 
necessity of going to institutions 
away from home One teacher is 
employed to work with crippled 
children who are home-bound. This 
does not mean convalescents or 
children with contagious diseases, 
but' cripples who would otherwise 
have no educational outlet ^ Special 
divisions are provided in the local 
school system for the • mentally 
handicapped. 
Saved to Society. 


"14=. For every child who is in 


conflict with society the right to 
be dealt with intelligently as so- 
ciety's charge, not iocictys out- 
cast; with the home, tho scnocl. 
the church, the court and the in- 
stitution when needed, shaped to 
return him \vhene\er possible io 
the normal stream of life.'

While the city of Lincoln cannot 
directly affect rural welfare, much 
has been dons indirectly. Throuch 
sale of Christmas seals, the Ne- 
braska Tuberculosis association and 
community chest employed a nurse 
who gave health examinations and 
talks In the rural schools the last 
two years. 
The city school system, likewise, 


has been interested in -the rural 
schools since many rural children 
later 
become 
Lincoln citizens. 
Close co-operation is now had be- 
tween rural and city school au- 
thorities here. 
Supplemental Efforts.

BOBBY JONES SAYS 


BY BOBBY JONES. 


Golfers of any size and age, and 


of all sorts, have their own peculiar 
problems to worry about, and it 
seems sometimes that hardly any 
two of them are interested in the 
same thing. That is one- of the 
reasons that I enjoy talking golf 
and listening to a discussion of the 
other fellow's troubles. There are 
just as many angles and sides to the 
game as there are players of it — 
and that is quite a few as we all 
know. 


Here's one I had put up to me a 
lew days ago: 


"Do you open the fingers of your 
left hand at the top of the swing, 
and if so how much?" 
That brings up a nice little dis- 
cussion. 
It seems to me that one of the 
most important things for a golfer 
to watch is the left wrist—to be cer- 
tain that it is active, and that it is 
thoroughly flexible when the club 
reaches the top. 
Cocking the Wrists. 
The "cocking" of the wrists at 
the top- of the swing is one of the 
prime necessities of a sound and 
effective stroke, and the whole thing 
depends upon the left 
The right wrist rarely shows any 


disinclination toward allowing itself 
to be bent, but the left verv often 
appears to emulate A stick of •need 
If certain precautionary measures 
are not taken. 
There can be no question that it 
Is difficult to maintain a straight 
left arm and » sufficiently definite 
grip upon the club xithouc setting 
tip some tension in the left- wrist. 
To accomplish these things -without 
stiffening the -wrist is the golfer's 
problem. 
In atcmtping to describe the 
proper grip, there is the danger of 
running squarely into an evident 
contradiction. The grip shouM be 
tradictlon. The grip should be 
light enough so that the w;lsls may 
remain soppfe, axtd yet firm enough 
to keep the club from turning in 
the hands.Grip 10 Haters- 
I tfont know of any way that 
both of these Ideals can be accom- 
plished unless the left-hand ffrtp be 
in the fingers. I have found, that. 
bccaosc of the fimctions of the left 
hand, its grip upon the club can- 
not be as easy as that of the right. 
In order for there to be any sort 
of control, the left hand must have 
» firm hold to make certain of rc- 
turnln? the crab to the ball in the 
proper alignment. 
In my younger days. I used to 
hare the habit of relaxing my gran 
vrith the left hand—fingers and all 
—at the top of the swing in order 
to g*t ft better feel of the club-hsad. 
It w*<i Stewart Maiden who first 
criticised this and said that I could 
never hope for mm than mediocre

Now. my grip with the fingers of 
the left hand I should call very 
firm, particularly with the three 
middle fingers. Neither the thumb 
nor the liKJe finger exerts any ap- 
preciable pressure. 
And when my club nears the top 
of the swing and I feel the neces- 
sity of easing the $rip a bit in order 
to relax the left wrist so that it 
may "break." it is possible to ©pen 
the hand Just a triile without in 
the least relaxing the hold of the 
TtrKrcrs -upon the club.

DEL MONTE, Calif., May 30—

The claim that the foxy Garden 
people fooled Camera into signing 
by not telling him Schmeling was 
under suspension in New York, thus 
putting poor simple Camera in 
jeopardy of being suspended in New 
York if if he fought Schmeling 
somewhere next September, was 
tossed out as "immaterial and ir- 
relevant" 
because Camera was 
under suspension in New York when 
he signed the contract. You can 
hit a guy twice in the same spot, 
but you can't suspend him twice 
in. the same spot—not at the same 
time. 
The funniest and truest objection 
made by Camera's legal staff was 
that Camera was a freak, signed to 
the contract more because of the 
size of Jiis feet and hands than be- 
cause of his boxing ability. 
The 
judge decided that was immaterial, 
too. Perhaps the public will take 
it seriously, now that it is given out 
on such good authority. 
The "heaviest loser in this decision 
is not Camera, who may get a 
chance to fight under Garden pro- 
motion, but Sharkey, who had a 
chance to knock Camera flat and 
claim, the 
"world's heavyweight 
championship of New York." ' 
Now Sharkey will have to fight 


somebody like Mickey Walter. The 
trouble with fighting Mickey is that

Refreshing Nap of Cloth. 


Upholstery. 


The nap of upholstered cushions, 


pressed down by constant sitting, 
can be refreshed by spreading and 
patting down on a bath towel or 
thick cloth that has been saturated 
in hot water.

nearly dry before placing it over 
the portions of the upholstery af- 
fected.

there provided and causes annoying 
squeaks. In order to retain 
full 


flexibility and to insure quietness 
of action it has hitherto been con- 
sidered necessary occasionally to 
jack up the car body, thus relaxing 
the springs and then to apply 
grease between their leaves—a dirty 
and tiresome job. With shockab- 
sorbers now in practically univer- 
sal use, the maintenance of inter- 
leaf lubrication is .more desirable 
than formerly. Possibly the best 
way to keep springs in good condi- 
tion is to cover them with a fabric 
form, laced in place and packed 
with grase. No water, dust or mud 
can react the spring itself, to rust 
it and remove its lubrication and 
the grease within the case to lub- 
ricate Ihe leaf surfaces. 


Valve Grinding:. 


The steps to take to grind the 
valves'are as follows: Get a set of 
new' gaskets, some valve grinding 
compound and a valve spring lifter. 
Remove-the cylinder head. Scrape 
the carbon off the top of a valve 
and see' II it is numbered. If not, 
number the valves with a center 
punch.- Next slide "toe valve spring 
tool under the valve" spring cup and 
raise the spring.' The valve will 
probably lift with the spring. If 
not, lift it with a screw driver, and 


then insert a wire under the valve 
head. Then press down the valve, 
remove the key and let down the 
spring. With the wire it will be 
possible to pull out 'the valve. Re- 
move the spring. Next scrape the 
carbon off the 
valve, and then 
smear a thin coating^, of the valve 
grinding compound on the valve, 
put the valve in place, and with a 
screw driver or other tool revolve 
it back and forth on its valve seat, 
lifting* it and giving it a half turn 
periodically. A thin gray line will 
form on the valve, and when this 
is free from black marks, of "pits," 
the valve has been ground, and it 
can be replaced (after a thorough 
cleaning) and reassembled with its 
spring. 


Care of the Crankcase. 


The best way to clean the crank- 
case of old oil is to have the engine 
run for about 15 minutes or more 
and then drain. This will thin any 
congealed oil that may be present 
and will permit the oil to drain 
more freely and completely. 
Be 


sure to let the crankcase drain tho- 
roughly before replacing the drain 
plug. If the crankcase is drained 
when the engine is hot, any foreign 
matter present in the oil Will be 
carried off. In removing contami- 
nated oil, kerosene should neve^ be 
used-to flush the oil reservoir. Some 
of it is certain to be trapped in the 
splash troughs or other pockets in 
the crankcase, remaining there to 
dilute the fresh oil put in. It is 
desirable to flush the crankcase 
with a quart of fresh oil, if flush- 
ing is necessary. When the crank- 
case has been drained and the drain 
plug replaced, it should be JillPd 
with the proper grade of high qual- 
ity oil, determined for the car from 
a reputable oil manufacturer's chart 
of recommendation. In this con- 
nection, it is important to remember 
that the effectiveness-of lubrication, 
and consequently the safeguarding 
of the car, depends not on color or 
body, but the methods employed in 
making the oil. A few cents saved 


in purchasing a fugitive brand of 
oli of unknown lubricating qualities 
may cost dollars later in bearing 
and other troubles. 


Because of the innumerable and 
unexpected detours, motorists are 
cautioned to plan their extended 
tours ahead of time. Detailed in-> 
formation in advance, aside from 
avoiding delay and inconveniences, 
greatly reduces the cost of motoring. 


The latch of the parking-brake 


is very likely to vibrate and buzz 
annoyingly at certain engine speeds. 
This can be prevented by means of 
a stout rubber band, slipped over 
the latch and the handle, so as to 
keep them drawn together slightly.

-ical, pear-shaped sac, lodged in the 
^depression on the under surface of 
Sthe right lobe of the hver and con- 
•nected to it by the connective tissue. 
;: How Gall Stones Are Formed. 
•; The liver is more or less con- 
•iinually at work secreting this bile, 
<;which, when it is not used for di- 
"gestive purposes, is stored away by, 
sthe reservoir (the gall bladder), and 
rvery rarely is the gall bladder found 
rto be empty. The bile, like all other 
^fluids of the body, contains a small 
' per cent of mineral matter. In case 
there should be a chronic inflam- 
mation or excessive heat in this gall 
-bladder it will produce a crystal- 
lization of the mineral element of 
-the bile, so that it takes the form 
-of small, solid,-hard particles, the 
'same as- the mineral cake forms in 
Cthe bottom of the tea kettle that 
"has been used for a long time. 
These crystallized mineral particles 
'collect in the gall bladder and 
^adhere to particles of bile pigment 
'-(coloring matter). 
By the move- 
ments of the gall bladder these 
'.particles are rolled around with it, 
thus collecting other particles which 
4n time forms a calculous, or stone. 
Stones formed in this way and in 
.this place are called gall stones. 
r Why Are Gall Stone Fains Not 
- 
Constant? 
' Gall stones may remain In the 
«all bladder for an indefinite time 
,'and yet give rise to no symptoms 
indicating their presence; but 
should they'leave the gall bladder, 
passing through the bile ducts, -In- 
tense pain called hepatic colic, is 
produced. An attack 'of hepatic 
colic begins suddenly with intense 
cutting pains in the right side just 
below the ribs and often raliates 
along the ribs upward toward the 
light shoulder, because_ this Is the 
path of the nerves leading fronvthe 
epine to the liver. There may and 
may not be a chill and fever of 101 
to 103 degrees. During the attack 
the liver becomes swollen, tender, 
easily felt, and therp may be vomit- 
ing and drenching sweat.

It has 
sJready been stated that they are 
formed by, excessive heat crystal- 
lizatin? mineral elements in the 
bile.

Phoebe and Pewee 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


It will be well to put these two 


birds side by side -as well as we can 
do it with words. You, may never 
find a pewee called a phoebe but the, 
phoebe is often called a pewee and 
then the pewee-is given tne name 
wood pewee to give you to under- 
stand that the one is, as a writer 
says, "a bird that does not leave 
the forest." But the pewee has 
changed its habits and you will of- 
ten see it in the trees in yards and 
along the streets, especially in vil- 
lages for there are usually 
more 
trees there than in the cities, and 
these birds are always found where 
there are trees. 


These birds do look much alike. 
Both are dark OUT* brown, almost 
blackish on the back. The phoebe is 
a litUe the lighter, and more gray- 
ish. The underparts are almost white 
but have a grayish or yellowish olive 
tinge The pewee has wings that 
are longer than its tail and whitish 
wing bars. The pewee is also a little 
smaller than its relative the phoebe. 
They are both about as long as the 
English sparrow but look smaller 
because they are more slender. 
Like all flycatchers they have tSc 
thick heads, not areally crests, but 
it makes /you think that they have 
a thick head of hair and it wont 
lay down smoothly. Some of you 
boys know what that means., 
.There are several other members 
of the flycatcher family that live 
about here. The kingbird is one of 
them The others are all called fly- 
catcers and the ones that are most 
common are the great-crested fly- 
catcher and the least flycatcher, 
also called chebec on account of 
its calL 
The phoebe aad pewee are the 
most often seen and if you once 
learn their habits of getting food 
you will know the whole family. 
They choose some perch that suits 
them. It may be the end of a deao 
limb cf a tree, or jus; a brand 
with a clear open space in front ac 
it Any olace with a wide open 
view answers. Upon this perch they 
wait, often turning their heads from 
side to side. From ft they fly as 
soon as an insect comes in sight 
*mtti a click of the bffl they catch 
it and seldom do they miss. Then 
they fly in a circle back to their 
perch and await another insect 
Should they miss In the first dasa 
they wffl somersault about aad try 
again. They do not take ttae to 
see what the Insect is. Mosquitoes. 
flies, moths, in fact anything thai 
flies will be taken. 
Their cans* are somewhat alike 
and yet differ enough to tell whicn 
is which after yoa have heard boa 
birds a few times. Pewee's call 19 
more sad, find sounds like pe-a-wee. 
It stags all summer and any toe 
of day.

will sound as if he felt sorry lor 
you because you are so hot and 
tired, and was trying to tell you so. 
You soon learn to like its call, it 
has so much feeling in it. 


Phoebe's call is /more cheerful, and 


sounds like "Phe-e-by, pewit-phoe- 
be, pewit-phoebe," sometimes more 
of this and sometimes less. 
They both go south t6 spend the 
winter Pewee leaves our country but 
phoebe often stays in the south of 
our country all winter. Of course 
we would not expect flycatchers to 
stay in a place where it was too 
cold foe insects to fly, during the 
\nnter.

But phoebe gets homesicfc or what 
else is it that starts him home so 
early? He is the earliest of the fir- 
catchers to return to their summer 
homes, and may be seen in March, 
sometimes. He thinks there will be 
insects around the 
pussy willows 
and maples Mrs. Phoebe has'more 
patience and always waits a few 
days longer before she leaves and 
no doubt she often tells her mate, 
"I told you you should stay in 
the south a while longer where flies 
and mosquitoes are more plenti- 
ful." It is nt long until they are 
singing and. choosing a place for 
their nest. 
Phoebes are sometimes called 
bridge birds because they so often 
choose to build their nest un*?r 
a bridge. The nest » always put 
on a shelf-like place that is under 
shelter. It raay be in a shed or on 
a porch. When 
once they have 
chosen a place they will come back 
vear after year and put their nest 
either -in the same place or near 
by. When you come to a bridge over 
a creek with overhanging trees look 
about for phoebe. It may be near 
on the lookout for insects 
-Even 
stone culverts have fine places for 
phoebe nests, hi the under walls. 
The nest is large for the bird and 
is solidly built of mud and moss 
and lined with grass. The eggs are 
a creamy white and sometimes have 
brown spots. 
The phoebe and pewee differ very 
much in the places they choose for 
their nests and in tbe way they 
build them. The^ pewees put their 
nests flat on a branch of a tree so 
that they look like knots on the 
limb. Thev are in the open, small 
and flat but solidly built of fine 
grass, rootlets, moss and maybe a 
few long hairs, and covered with 
lichen and bits of bark. It is saddled 
on a limb somewhat liie a bum- 
ming bird's nest but of course it is 
larger.

NEBRASKA flONEER BUILT $300,000 ESTATE SOUTH OF LINCOLN; CHILDREN TELL STORY OF AMAZING LIFE OF POLISH EMIGRANT

HILE drinking a cup of 
coffee in the kitchen of 


his' home 16 miles southwest 
of Lincoln, February 20,1930, 
Joseph Blochowitz suddenly 
slumped over into a chair 
and died withjn a few min- 
utes from a heart attack. 


Eighty-five years old when 


he 'was stricken, Blochowitz 
•was little known outside his 
pwn community and the near- 
by village of 'Martel. Com- 
ing from Poland in May, 1869 
•when he was 23 years of age, 
he homesteaded and lived the 
remainder of his life on the 
place where he died. But 
Joseph was no man to "gad 
about." Unless business af- 
fairs chanced to take him to 
some nearby town for a few 
hours, he spent his full time 
in caring for his farm work. 


In tbe sixteen months since his 


death, the name of Joseph Blocho- 
witz has been much in prominence. 
Family troubles over the disposi- 
tion of his $300bOOO estate and pro- 
longed litigation over the validity 
of deeds to four sons of his 640 
acres of Lancaster county land has 
made his name familiar in hun- 
dreds of households where he was 
never heard of during the more 
than half-century he lived in tnis 
vicinity 
Many have marveled that any 
man could acquire such a fortune 
ind such quantities of land solely 
through farming operations. Less 
wealthy farmers have puzzled over 
it.Those who knew the old pioneer 
are able to throw much light on 
his "success." 
His 
76-year-old 
widow, Rosalia Blochowitz, under- 
stands 
best of all, perhaps, the 


means by which her husband wrest- 
ed wealth from the black soil. His 
sons, his daughters, and his neigh- 
bors likewise can explain much- 


Fortune In Tin Bucket. 


They remember, too, his pecul- 


- iaritiss. How he kept a small for- 
tune in farm mortgages in an old 
tin bucket in his bedroom. And 
how he held a firm belief in witches 
and witchcraft. 
Mrs. Blochowitz's story goes back 
farthest. When Joseph first came 
to America, ^sh3 was a 12-year-old 
airl working in a Polish city about 
The size of Lincoln near the farm 
'vhere he was born and raised. The 
two did not meet, however, until 
Blochowitz went back to Poland to 
spend a year visiting his folks af- 
ter he had "proved up" on Ins 
homestead Jn Lancaster ccunty. 
., While he had been away, Ros- 
alia's sister and a brother of Joseph 
.met and were married 
after due 
courtship. Through this aUiance 
the young homesteader became ac- 


" qualnted with Rosalia and brought 
her back to America as his bride 
Never Liked Poland. 


"He never liked Poland," the 


widow recalls. "While he was 
boy he worked for one of the grea 
"landlords. There was "always work 
but never enough to eat. Over

Teils of Arrival. 


Albert Golz, a neighbor of the 


Blochowitz family who came to 
America in the same boat with 
Joseph and his brother, John in 
1869 tells how Blochowitz came to 
settle in this locality. "They didn't 
care where they went," he says. "I 
had a broLher-in-law that 
had 


written back there that they had 
homesteads here in Nebraska yet, 
and I told him about that. 
Then 


they came to the conclusion that 
they would come along with me." 
John and George often 
chide 
their mother, shs says, about their 
father getting a homestead no far 
away from any tcwns. "They say 
we weie foolish when it is so far to 
haul grain and everything," she re- 
marks. 
"But it cost more money 


to get to town and $5 mear.t more 
than than $500 does now " 


Helped Build Borne. 


About ten years after Joseph 


brought his bride to the homestead, 
they built the house in which she 
lives todav with he two sons. The 
couple employed carpenters for the 
more difficult part of the -work but 
were out themselves every day with 
hammer and saw assisting in the 
construction of the new home 
A small but homelike structure, 
the house adequately takes care of 
the mother's needs and those of her 
two sons today. All about are trees, 
each of which Joseph's widow 
helped plant. In a nearby lot, two 
well-fattened calves bear evidence 
of a healthy and vigorous strain of 
cattle. Not far off, early spring pigs 
run in large litters alongside their 
mothers. 
Large cribs of yellow corn, well- 
thatched overhead to prevent waste 
and deterioration, speak of the 
wealth of gold which comes from 


ground round about. Rectangular 
green fields of wheat, intensified 
in color by the spring rains, bear 
promise of more golden wealth at 
harvest time. Even the casual visi- 
tor begins to understand how Jo- 
seph Blochowitz acquired an estate 
of $300,000 and a full section of 
land. 


Worked Long and Hard. 


But the giant cribs of corn.JJie 
green fields, and the livestock did 
not come easily. Blochowitz knew 
what it' was to work hard and long. 
So did his family. 
"We have worked in the fields 
just like a man," says Mrs. Yank- 
ton, speaking for herself and her 
sister. "We hauled manure just like 
a man. We had to milk a lot of 
cows morning and night." Then 
when the day's work was done out- 
side the girls had to help with the 
housework inside. Mrs. Yankton 
only went to school as far as the 
fourth grade. 
She never had time for entertain- 
ment of any sort. "I would go fo 
Sunday school a little," she relates. 
"My father let us do that, but it 
was tbe only amusement we got and 
then right back to work again." 
Sometimes during busy seasons the 
family spent Sunday working. 
Mrs. Geistlinger recalls beginning 
to help milk twenty-one cows when 
she was 10 years old. She only 
completed the second year of school 
work. 
Plowing As Boys. 


Albert started plowing with a 


walking plow when he was 10 years 
old. Besides working outside he had 
to help with the housework when 
the girls were unable to be in the 
house. He 
never, received any 


spending money. 
Sometimes he 
would go to town when his father 
had some hogs to drive in for sale 
but not often. Both his sisters say 
that they seldom went to town more 
than once a year while they were 
girls at home. 
At the age of 13, John was fol- 


lowing the walking plow, getting in 
the field by 6 o'clock m the morn- 
ing. "Father would always get us 
out," he says. "When the sun went 
down we would usually quit and go 
home. We are still doing that to- 
day." 
For spending money John got 


about $10 or $15 each year. With 
that toe bought shoes and suits. 
"Did you ever use any of that 
money to go to shows with?" he was 
asked. 
Never Saw Shows. 
"I never did go," was his answer. 
"You have never gone to a 
show?"

Joseph Blochowitz had, have been 
ingrained in all of his children. 


One Set-Back. 
Despite these hard labors, the 


Blochowitz family suffered one se- 
vere financial set-back about thirty- 
live years ago while the children 
were all quite small when Joseph 
Blochowitz lost $16,000 he had in- 
vested in a Crete concern. This was 
practically all the savings he had 
accumulated at that time. 
Albert remembers how from that 


time the .family had to work night 
and day to make the money back. 
They had to begin with little more 
than the 160 acres of land on which 
his father hadJ homesteaded. After 
some time they were able to buy an- 
other quarter section. 
From, the 


profits of these two places, Blocho- 
witz drew revenue with which to 
buy an, 80-acre plot, then another 
160 acres, and finally a second 80 
acres, completing the full section of 
land now belonging to the estate. 
The last 80 acres was purchased 
prior to 1910. 


$100,000 in Securities. 
From that time on, Joseph Blocho- 
witz began to accunmulate personal 
property. Albert tells how in 1916 
the family gathered around the 
table. The tin bucket In which the 
securities were kept in bis father 
and mother's bedroom was brought 
out/ He says they "counted up all 
the mortgages and bonds that there 
was, and it amounted to around 
$100,000 or a little better.' Since

Always First Mortgages. 
Joseph would examine them, says 


Mr. Moore, and if they suited him 
and tbe family, would buy them. 
For payment Mrs Blochowitz would 
bring out the certificates of deposit 
which were left by her husband in 
her custody. Moore would figure out 
the necessary amount and Joseph 
would endorse them. Then the new 
mortgages would go into the tin 
bucket, to keep company with those 
bought previously. 
"Father told us always to buy 


first farm mortgages and not to 
buy any share stuff," John 
hers. 
"You mean no shares in corpora- 


tions?" he was asked. 


"Yes." 
"But you bought some, didn't you?" 
"Yes, I did." 
"Did your- father know that you 


bought some of this? ' 
"He said he didn't know much 


about that business arid I told him 
they said they were good." 
"And what did your father say?" 
"Then he asked me'how much 


per cent I got on them, and I told 
him the preferred give 7 per cent 
and the commons nothing."

Gifts of Livestock. 


The thriftiness of Joseph Blccho- 


witz was carried to the extent that 
when his, daughters married he 
gave them no money for wedding 
presents but rather gifts of live- 
stock.. Mrs. Yankton got two cows 
and Mrs. Geistlinger a cow and a 
pig. Later when on separate occa- 
sions he gave each of the daughters 
a $1,000 present, he presented the 
money to their husbands instead of 
to the-girls, feeling possibly that the 


be more readily trusted to conserve 
the gift. 
That the father wielded a domi- 


neering hand over his daughters is 
evidenced by the story I.Irs. Yank- 
ton tells of her marriage. "The folks 
put us together." she declares, "and 
I never knew it. They wanted to 
marry me off, so I did. Wo drove 
the thirty-two miles to Lincoln and 
back to get married and never spoke 
a word. But I did as, the lolks 
wanted me to, and I married him. 
Father said there was to be no com- 
plaint after we were married. He 
said he would chase us out with a 
broom if we came back hom«." 


Albert Saw War. 


Albert is the only member of the 


family that has ever been far from 
home. Drafted for service in the 
war, he served five months in 
France in 1918 with a company- ol 
engineers. He saw service at the 
front until his company got shot up 
and then went to the Spanish fron; 
to fix boilers for a big sawmill. 
The family habit lor tnnu is to 
be found cxemolified in the fact 
that out of his $30 a month salary 
while he was in the army, Albert 
bought a $200 Liberty bond, pain 
on his $10,000 war risk insurance 
and brought $80 hoiae which he 
gave to his mother. Besides what 
he saved, the major portion of his 
wages went for "somethnig to eJ- 
when he wouldn't get nothing when 
the kitchens was blowcd up or 
something." 
In addition to being a hard 


worker and a strict disciplinarian, 
the recollections of his family anfl 
neighbors show Joseph Blochowi*! 
to have been a shrewd businerf< 
man, interested in affairs of the 
day and happenings m the worlfl. 


Interesting Talker. 


Otto Gloe, who lives at Martel, 


says, "He used to be a great talkeh 
Mr. Blochowtiz was. I always likeJ 
to talk with him because he could 
talk high German good. Mr. Bloch- 
owitz seemed to know quite a b» 
about war from olden times, and 
he was a pretty smart guy about 
talking about war He said it was 
awful sad about going to war." 
Gloe claims also that Blochowitz 
was an interesting man with whom 
to converse about topics of the day 
and markets, and that he was a 
man who knew well the value ol 
farm lands. 
Joseph's belief in witchcraft is 
described by Mr. Gloe. "He would 
believe that a man could witch a 
horse or anything," the neighbor 
claims, "and I told him he could 
bring any witch he wanted to on 
my place and they could witch 
anything on my place he wanted to, 
and if they died it wouldn't cost a 
penny." 
Followed Market Reports. 
"He was /a good strong man," 
Mrs. Blochowitz avers. "He was al- 
ways in good health. After we had 
been here a few years he tooz 
newspapers and read them every 
dajr, He always kept track of mar- 
ket reports."

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MISSIONARY SOUGHT AID OF LINCOLN MAN 
REV. GEORGE SCHWAB, RECENT VISITOR, TELLS OF DEVELOPMENT OF VAST JUNGLE AREA IN FRENCH AFRICA AND NATIVE LIFS

Rev. 
Schwab "was first 


brought to the attention of 
Lincoln people about a year 
ago, 
when he sent a radio 


message from Africa to his 
nephew, Dr. Carl J. Henkel- 
mann of Lincoln, requesting 
that a new pair of lens for his 
glasses be made according to 
prescription and sent to him. 


The radiogram was sent from 
station PQPM In Sabayeme Edea, 
Cameroon "West Africa, and inter- 
cepted by the operator of the ama- 
teur radio station "W40C at Durham, 
If. C. He forwarded it to Xdncoln 
Dr. Henkelmann immediately had 
the spectacles made and sent to 
Africa. 


A hitherto unrelated chapter in 
this interesting incident was re- 
velaed when Reverend Schwab vis- 
ited Dr. Henkelmann recently m 
Lincoln, while on u furlough. Al- 
though there is -evidence that the 
spectacles arrived m Africa, They 
were lost while enroute from the 
coast to the native village in which 
Revereno. Schwab was then 
sta- 
tioned. Rev. Schwab advanced the 
theory that some native is stumb- 
ling through the jungle wearing his 
spectacles. 
TJniqne fishing Method*. 


Reverend Schwab's account of the 
method the natives of the Cameroon 
•use in flsM"g is" of considerable 
interest. The pountry is interlaced 
with rivers that are teeming with 
fish. The natives have adopted as 
novel a method of procuring their 
catch, as will be found anywhere 
on the globe. No hook and line or 
act is employed, but instead the na- 
tives have their cwn device. 
They gather great heaps of leaves 


from one of the tropical trees and 
pound them into a pulp. This is 
then taken and cast upon the sur- 
face of the stream. When the fish 
come up for air, the pulverized foil- 
age gets into their gills and forces 
them to float on the surface, help- 
less.The natives then wade into the 
stream and with a knife or spear, 
kill the fish and throw them on 
the "bank. Reverend Schwab told of 
watching a native boy as he stood 
in a small inlet, peering into the 
water for fish. Suddenly, the boy 
struck into the water with his 
knife and then reached into the 
Tippling surface and brought out 
a fish 4 feet long.

The last group with whom they 
came in contact were iJie mission- 
aries. 
Reverend Schwab told of an early 
trip made into the interior on which 
he discovered some of the quaint 
ideas of the natives 
Some of the 
hunters of Reverend Sch'wab's par- 
ty had killed a large gorilla and it 
was taken to one of the native Mi- 
lages. Here he told the chief to call 
his people together for a feast. 
After the animal was roasted and 
eaten the natives v,-anted to know 
what the white men wanted with 
them, for previously whenever any- 
one grave them anvthinc, ther had 
expected the natives to do some- 
ting in return. 
Tells Of Diseases. 


At another time the missionaries 


and their families had gone down 
to a. river for a picnic. The next 
day they heard that a rumor was 
prevalent among the natives to the 
effect that they had gone down to 
the river to worship gods Reverend 
Schwab explained that the natives 
always conducted their religious 
ceremonial near the •water., 
"The idea that primitive man is 
healthy because he lives in a primi- 
tive state is entirely false." declared 
Reverend Schwab. He -told of the 
many diseases from which the na- 
tives suffer. One of the most criti— 
cal of these is sleeping sickness. Its 
victims are afflicted 
with it »>for 
some tune before it is evident and 
then they become drowsy by stages 
until they fall into a coma. 


A remarkable operation was per- 


formed by a, physician's assistant, 
who but a few years before had 
been an 
uncivilized native boy, 
that had come to one of the mis- 
sion schools The nephew of one of 
the native chiefs was suffering from 
an infection m the stomach and 
the only physician in the region 
was Trifles away 
It was a case of 
immediate operation or 
certain 
death. Performed Operation. 


The native medical assistant had 
helped with such ooerations before 
and with such instruments avail- 
able he made an incision in the 
abodmial wall, performed the oper- 
ation and 
sewed UP the wound. 
The patient had 
fully recovered 


from the operation within a few 
weeks 
Many cf the scenes that the 
Sch-rabs saw when they first ar- 
rtved in the Cameroon back in 
1905 are greatly changed. The lit- 
tle jungle village where they first 
brought western civilization now 
lias two newspapers, a hospfcal. 
machine shops, stores and many 
other evidences of the 
outside 


world. 
A humorous aspect of the white 
man's influence was told by Rev- 


j ertod Schwab.

To possess a pair is a mark 
of high distinction. Size is of 
slight consequence, ior they "will 
force their feet into any shoe and 
thoroughly enjoy the style, al- 
though they are very uncom- 
fortable.

"BLUE INFINITY." 


Professor Auguste Piccard, who astounded the 


world early last week, by ascending nearly ten miles 
into the stratosphere above the earth in a gigantic 
balloon, to which had been attached an air-tight 
aluminum cabin, is something of a romanticist de- 
spite his scientific calling. In describing his experi- 
ences while floating around at an altitude nearly two 
miles higher than that ever attained by man, he de- 
clared there was an "indescribable happiness in the 
blre infinity." 
. 


That is a poetic outburst for a man who has spent, 


his lifetime in a coldly, scientific routine, poking 
around with odd-looking telescopes, mysterious in- 
struments for measuring mythical distances and cal- 
culating light rays. 


Yet there was the boyish love of adventure in the 


breast of this slender, gray-haired scientist, who 
neered out at a world behind a pair of spectacles. He 
had an overwhelming passion to explore the awesome 
spaces which separate .the planets and the earth. 


In terms which the ordinary >yman -will under- 


stand, Professor Piccard made some interesting dis- 
coveries. With a biting cold of 70 degrees outside the 
small, hermetically-sealed ball in which he and his 
assistant rode, Prof. Piccard reported the tempera- 
ture within reached as high as 106 degrees in the 
upper regions of stratosphere which he attained. It 
was insufferably hot inside; unbearably cold outside. 
He found that after reaching 52,500 feet the great 
bag. filled with gas, would not lift the weight of the 
men in the ball to a greater altitude. 


» * » 


Ifc was Professor Piccard's objective to determine 


the origin of cosmic rays. That means nothing to 
most of us and offers no excuse for a man risking 
his life In a perilous thrust at the skies. The nature 
of the rays have already been thoroughly studied by 
the physicist Millikan, of California, who has contri- 
buted an outstanding bit of research. 


Cosmic rays are the most penetrative forms of light 


known to man. 


At 50 feet below water, they are stall observable. 


They are rays whicL.'£.t! penetrative through seven 
feet of lead. 


Cosmic rays have no origin on the earth, the sun 


or the known stars. Millikan's theory has been that 
they originated in interstellar space, that is, the so- 
called "black" space, the space between the stars 


—where there is apparently nothing. He believes they 


are caused by the re-integration of atoms. 


Throughout the universe, the scientist can trace 


the disintegration of atoms. Millikan believes that 
oat In these dark regions of the universe, atoms are 
again re-integrated and that it Is in this process of 
re-integration that cosmic rays are given off. 


If his theory is true, the second law of thermo- 


dynamics would not hold as the universe would not 
be running down. The second law of thermo-dynam- 
ics, roughly, is that all forms of energy tend toward 
universal equal distribution. If true, it would mean 
that In course of time, all motion would cease and 
thus that the universe would perish. Millikan's the- 
ory Is that in this re-integration of atoms, the uni- 
verse Is rebuilding itself. 


His chief reason apparently Is that the disintegra- 


tion of stars is not sufficient to account for the pene- 
trative power of the cosmic rays. . 


There appear then to be two possible sources of 
l,he cosmic ray. One is the re-integration of atoms 
in interstellar snace. The other is origin in the 
stratosphere, a hypothetical something, whose exist- 
ence is believed, but whose content or location Is 
still a mystery to science. 


Radio reception has apparently demonstrated that 


waves travel in two ways. One Is through the regu- 
lar currents. The other Is upward with evidence that 
it goes up until it strikes something, which scientists 
have chosen to call the stratosphere which reflects It. 


The question Professor Piccard hoped to determine 


was which of the two possible origins of cosmic rays 
seems the most possible, to see If the so-called strato- 
sphere could be more definitely determined and its 
effect determined. 


* 
* • • 


Professor Piccard's experiment, then, sought to shed 


light upon a recognized force in the majestic realm 
of the universe. In Idle moments most of us like to 
turn our speculation to the creation of this world, and 
we* wonder what will be the final chapter of the races 
which inhabit it The scientist tells us that creation 
covered a period of hundreds of thousands of years, 
and that it is still proceeding. One theory is that 
under atomic disintegration, it will, some millions of 
years hence, cease to erfst as a solar body. The sec- 
ond, rod more popular one, is that Instead of disin- 
tegration there is rtintegration of the atom, that -In 
this process the cosmic ray is thrown off, and that 
this occurs In the dark places unreachod by light rays 
from the sun, the moon and the stars. 


What an enthralling exploration this quiet, soft- 


spoken Swiss professor set out upon! Somewhere in 
the llmiUess expanse of the skies, where all Is still, 
and cold and dark, the magnetic force which sustains 
life Is being generated, it is the eternal watchman 
en guard against the natural order -which in the end. 
In a span of time which the human mind cannot 
Tisca&ze. woald snuff out Mother Earth. 


Perhaps there are things -which the human mind 


should not know. The locked doors of knowledge, 
however, -will not in aity way discourage the impet- 
uous, daring spirit of man, or in anyway dampen his 
curiosJtT, He will keep on hammering away, saeri-, 
flcbu; Ws life if nesd be, until he lays bare the mys- 
teries of this earth and the heavens around it.

True it's 
against the law but the incident proves conclusively 
that armed individuals still roam the streets and 
highways. Drivers should recognize the well-known 
fact that it's not much personal comfort to a dead 
man to know that his attacker is behind prison walls.

In company with Balph Block, a motion pic- 
ture director, MacDonald drove past the Bogers' es- 
ate and this is what Block said to The Star repre- 
sentative: 


"There lives a great American hero. Clean as 
a hound's tooth in his daily life. Devoted'to his 
wife and children. Not even a breath of scandal 
has touched him. I often think of what Faith 
Baldwin said of him, that he appeared as some 
mobile Bock of Gibraltar around whose firmly 
planted feet the tides of song and dance, of tulle 
and satin, of rouge and powder, of perfume, of 
heat, of applause and wisecracks, frothed and 
broke for years—making no impression upon him 
whatsoever, and In no way altering his person- 
ality, or his character. Through it all he has re- 
mained himself, his head has been unturned, and 
he is yet the typical American."

Will Bogers. Honors*Jiave poured in upon him; he 
has known what it was to be cheered and applaud- 
ed by hundreds of thousands. From actual -want and 
privation riches have been heaped upon him until his 
yearly income has attained fabulous figures. He was 
the one man who could break the cold shell of former 
President Calvin Ccolidge and poke fun at him with- 
out, seemingly giving offense. And through it all, a 
really amazing career, the former cowboy has never 
had his head turned. He has that sense of humility^ 
which will always make him a favorite with the" 
American people. 


THIS IS A NEW DAY. 


There are few men in Nebraska who command 


greater respect than E. P. "Ned" Brown, of Arbor, 
whose appointment as a director of the Kansas City 
Beserve bank was announced Friday. 


A graduate of the University of Nebraska, a "dirt" 


fanner, who deliberately chose rural life In prefer- 
ence to the promise of a brilliant career In a city or 
in politics, Mr. Brown could have been governor of 
this state without the necessity of waging a cam- 
paign. He is that popular. 


The Brown appointment to the directorship of the 


Kansas City bank is an indication of the change 
•which has* taken place at Washington. Mr. Brown 
fills the vacancy resulting from, the appointment of 
Wayland Magee of BenningtQn_to the federal reserve 
board at Washington. Mr. Magee Is the first dirt 
farmer chosen for a place on the powerful reserve 
bank board at the national capital and the first rep- 
resentative of the Tenth district so honored. The 
administration, it would seem, has at last heeded the 
demand of the farming regions they be given more 
voice in governmental affairs.

It sounds like a swell Idea. Our scientific reasoning 
leads us to believe that Mr. Spilkey has a sane plan. 


There can be little doubt that certain perfumes 


make people go wild, some color combinations make 
them mad and noises purporting to be music drive 
them plumb crazy. There's the perfume, for exam- 
ple, that small town barbers put on boys who have 
just had their hair cut. Those odors certainly have 
sent many fond parents into hysterics. 


The color combinations and the music that com- 


bine to disturb the poise of any sane person can fre- 
quently be found in night clubs, road houses, amuse- 
ment resorts, cozy little inns and dainty tea zooms. 
Crazy colors also can be sesn almost anytime more 
than two people get together and as for music there's 
always our old friend the saxophone, and a lot of 
new fangled things like "boop-boop-t-dupen and 
crooning. 


If these pangent odors, striking colors and -weird 


music can drive people crazy it does seem that treat- 
ing them -with the proper stimuli along this line 
might benefit them. The trouble is that after the 
'colorama" treatment had been given the patient 
might have the bad lack to ran right smack into, a 
gaily bedecked coBcgiats car, or to listen to the radio 
about the time Rudy Vallcs was performing. What 
a relapse he'd suffer.

The federal farm board created by president Hoov- 


er hr-s lost $90.000,000 in its experiments to stabilize 
the price of vhcat, according to announcement made 
at Washington. That represents the actual sam 
•withdra-srn from the treasury at the capital. 


Bat it docs not reveal the full loss sustained under 


farm board experimentation. Grain experts general- 
ly agree the accumalalion of hage stocks of -wheat 
in the hands of the gorcmmcntal agency is one of the 
reasons why the pnce has declined so drasUcaDy. Its 
holdings, together with thc*e of the Canadian wheat 
pool, have been one of the factors which sent Sarope 
on a'permanent baying strike. 


If it means we are definitely through with the im- 


possible attempt to breathe value into grain through 
legislation, the price is cheap, although it means a 
great deal of disappointment, hardship and heart- 
ache. When the farm board definitely set about to 
peg the price, it was governmental price-:ixirig. it 
ended exactly in the same fashion that the British 
attempt to regulate the price of crade rubber and 
the Brazilian attempt to control coffee prices termi- 
nated. It ended disastrously.

Hoover: "America's Great Mistake." 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: That is the new title now 
being applied to Herbert Hoover. 
And, indeed, it is exactly the truth 
to call Hoover "America's Great 
Mistake," for, to speak of the Inci- 
dent as charitably as one can, the 
American people did make a great 
mistake when they elected Hoover 
to the presidency. 
Of course, it ii» true that the peo- 
ple should have known better than 
to expect, as they evidently did. a 
millionaire, who had been a for- 
eigner to America" for nearly twen- 
ty years, to take a real or intelli- 
gent interest in the needs of the 
common people. They should have 
also known that Hoover, who only 
back in 1917, did not know whether 
he was a republican or a democrat, 
was not intelligently or sincerely 
concerned about rigid principles or 
ideals. Too, they should have known 
that Hoover held down a job under 
Wilson; that later he flopped into 
Harding's cabinet and sat silent 
during the Fall swindle, and also 
kept mum during the reign of the 
notorious "Ohio gang." Yes; the 
people should have known these 
facts before they elected Hoover. 
Hoover's public record before elec- 
tion was anything but flattering. 
As a result, it is not easy to now 
offer an excuse for the people's ac- 
tion in electing Hoover. The most 
we can grant—and we grant this 
only by the unction of charity—is 
that the people made a great mis- 
take when they elected Koover. 
As I say, though the people should 
have known better than to elect 
Hoover, yet it is true that they were 
only deceived by Hoover and his 
henchmen before election. This, 
then, is the people's only excuse. 
You recall how, before election, the 
people were told that Hoover would 
do certain things for the people if 
elected. These things ne promised 
to do were things which the people 
wanted done. Hoover promised to 
enforce the dry law, A great many 
people voted for him. on 
the 
strength or the decoy of this prom- 
ise. But during the two years of 
Hoover's reign the dry law has not 
been enforced; it has toeen openly 
violated. Gangsters, racketeers and 
bootleggers have become more men- 
acing. Everybody knows this is true. 
At the same time, Hoover also 
promised to give the farmer relief— 
higher 
prices—for his products. 
But since Hoover has been president 
the prices of farm products have to- 
bogganed to figures lower than we 
have seen for many a year. Every- 
body knows this is true. 
Therefore, it is only the truth to 
say that all of Hoover's promises 
have been broken. Now we can see 
and now we can truly say that 
Hoover deceived the people two 
years years ago when he promised 
to enforce the dry law and to give 
the farmer relief—higher prices. 
Perhaps many people are not seri- 
ously lamenting Hoover's failure to 
enforce the dry law, though no 
doubt many others really wanted 
Hoover to strictly enforce the dry 
law and drive the racketeers and 
bootleggers from their dangerously 
entrenched position in America. Be 
that as it may, the clear fact is that 
Hoover has again broken his prom- 
ise. But still worse than his broken 
promise to enforce the dry law—I 
say worse, because it is- true that 
agricultural and perforce general

QUESTION. 


Is it better in ttte provalllnp busi- 


ness depression to save, or to spend 
as we are being urged to do? 


ANSWER. 


Every one must decide that for 


himself. Economists, financiers and 
leaders of industry differ on the 
merits of this procedure. Some ex- 
hort us to soend (apparently assum- 
ing we have the wherewithal, which 
is not alwavs the case by any 
means), while others urge us to save 
(if there is anything to save). One 
of 
the 
former 
group recently 
remarked that every dollar laid 
aside diminishes some willing 
man's chance to work. Another 
urged that spending in times ol 
depression would prevent its recur- 
retn cycles. The theory that a more 
liberal purchasing policy on the part 
of the general public will be bene- 
ficial is supported by the argument 
that industries having large inven- 
tories on hand would again become 
productive after disposing of their 
present stocks, which in turn would 
increase employment. 


On the other hand, a deeply felt 


instinct makes even prodigal spend- 
ers more prudent in times of eco- 
nomic difficulty. Note how the de- 
posits in savings banks and^tnrut 
accounts throughout the 
cuntry 


have increased in the last two years. 
Millions of depositors in these banks 
look upon them as their safe refuge. 
The stock market no longer attracts 
them. 


Investing and purchasing power 
are today not so closely confined as 
in former periods to the wealthier 
groups. The task of capitalizing the 
country's industries is now laid upon 
nearly all classes. The amounts 
these classes accumulate in modest 
savings accounts are liquid assets; 
and ultimately flow into circulation 
and help to reduce unemployment. 
The aggregate deposits of this char- 
acter run into billions of dollars and 
are a formidable barrier against in- 
calculable mischief and a first class 
protection to the national credit. 
So the two pleas are before you. 


By spending you aid trade revival. 
By saving you aid in conserving the 
country's financial stability. The 
rules John Wesley laid down seem 
to me pretty sound. He said, "Get 
all you can, save all you can, give 
all you can." It is the personal dis- 
cipline required to wisely apply these 
rules that counts. How to save what 
you should and spend what is neces- 
sary are fine arts to be learned from 
experience. 
I am no financial expert, conse- 


quently my opinion is of no value on 
these matters. All I can do is to ap- 
ply to them such common sense as I 
possess. 
' 


QUESTION. 


Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Is not God simply an idea which 


cannot be proved, and are not peo- 
ple religious from a prof|t and com- 
fort motive? 


ANSWER. 


You demand a kind of "proof" 
which the inherent nature of things 
precludes anybody from, furnishing. 
When you say the idea of God can- 
not be "proved" you apparently 
mean that "it cannot be demon- 
strated beyond the possibility of 
doubt. Presumably you would believe 
in God provided His existence could 


be made as clear as the fact thai 
two and two make four. 
The values of belief in Qod con- 


sist in the" truth that it is necessar- 
ily a chosen belief; by which I mean 
a belief which one deliberately se- 
lects because the weight of truth and 
reason lead irresistibly to it. After 
pondering every argument for and 
against that belief, the responsibil- 
ity for decision rests with you. 


You may object that a matter of 


such vast importance should not bo 
left to an individual's decision, nor 
invested with the slightest uncer- 
tainty. But the measure of a man is 
determined by v>hat he desires to b« 
true. Who does not desire that there 
should be a being of perfect wisdom, 
power and love at the helm of the 
universe? 


Who can escape without severe 
intellectual tumult and distress the 
cumulative evidence the universe 
and man alike offer in behalf of the 
existence of such a being? He Is in 
a sad state who says, "1 do not care 
whether there is such a God or not." 
Our insatiable craving for Him is 
one of the clearest proofs of His ac- 
tual existence. 


The "profit and comfort" motive 
your question stresses is a collateral 
issue depending on how seriously 
one takes his religion. You should 
make the acquaintance of Isaiah and 
Jeremiah, St. Peter and St. Paul, St. 
Augustine and St. Francis, St. Ber- 
nard and Roger Bacon, John Bun- 
yan and John. Wesley, David Brain- 
erd and John Eliot, Father Damlen 
and David Livingstone. They en- 
dured hardness for their religion. 
If you say they have left no spirit- 


ual heirs of their sacrificial way of 
life, consider Jane Addams, Sir Wil- 
fred Grenfell, Albert Schweitzer and 
St. Theresa, "The Little Flower of 
God." Judge religion by its realists, 
not by its nominal professors. Then 
read "Common Objections to Chris- 
tianity," bly C. L. Drawbridge, pub- 
lished by Samuel B. Leland, of New 
York, and I believe your vision on 
these matters will clarify.

Recommendation to Give 


Full Time to WOW 


Is Reversed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30— 


Contradictory and almost diame- 
trically opposed opinions of the 
value and interest of station WCA.T 
of Nebraska Wesleyan university at 
Lincoln, as a broadcaster are ex- 
pressed in the report of Elmer W. 
Pratt and the decision of the fed- 
eral radio commission. Pratt rec- 
ommended ruling the station off the 
air. The radio commission decision 
reversed this recommendation. 


In February, as a. result of appli- 


cation brought by station WOW of 
Omaha, seeking the slim, one- 
seventh time which WCAJ has for 
its programs, in addition to its 
present six-sevenths time, Pratt 
recommended the granting of the 
application which would have auto- 
matically abolished the Lincoln sta- 
tion or forced it onto another fre- 
quency. A week ago the commission 
reversed this decision and now its 
slightly tardy explanation of its 
decision, reveals interesting com- 
parative valuations of the- station. 
Pratt Gives Reasons. 


Pratt said: "Many of the educa- 


tional features of WCAJ are simi- 
lar to those broadcast by WOW but 
it would seem that the latter station 
... by reason of its ability to secure 
nationally important program fea- 
tures, and because of its financial 
and technical resources and its well- 
qualified and extensive operating 
organization, is to a far better posi- 
tion to effectuate a wide dissemi- 
nation of educational information 
than is WCAJ.' 


The commission said: "Inasmuch 


as respondent station WCAJ is 
owned by an educational institu- 
tion of good standing, the statiun is 
in a position to, and does broadcast 
programs educatioal in character. 


"No efficient showing is made in 


tins record that applicant station 
WOW is in a position to, and does 
broadcast a program materially 
superior to that of the respondent 
station. 


Then pratt said: "The cultural 


and educational influence of WOW 
is greatly sunerior to that of WCAJ 
and this influence would naturally 
be extended were an increase in 
operating time granted to WOW " • 


Commission Differs. 


But the commission thought dif- 


ferently. It said: "The granting 
of the application for more time 
would not materially increase the

Lincoln, were operated "efficiently 
and excellently" during April, stay- 
ing well -within their assigned wave 
lengths, the radio division of the 
department of commerce has an- 
nounced. 


These well-balanced stations are 


KGNF, North Platte, KMMJ, Clay 
Center: WJAG, Norfolk, and WOW 
and WAAW, both of Omaha, all .of 
which stayed within fifty cycles of 
their assigned frequencies; KFAB 
and KFOR, which stayed within 100 
cycles, and KGBZ, York; KGFW, 
Ravenna and WCAJ, Lincoln, which 
stayed within 200 cycles. The fed-

deviation of 500 cycles. 


Other Nebraska stations probably 


were just as carefully operated as 
these in April, for only 314 out of 
America's 612 broadcasting stations 
were tested during the month. 


A steady growth in technical effi- 


ciency is indicated in a results of 
the April tests, which registered an 
increase of more than 10% per cent 
in the number of stations within the 
'minimum 50-cycle band. Deviation 
from allotted wave lengths causes 
static and interference.
